Bay Assn. spoke against develop­ 
ment on filled land at the south 
end of the bay, saying surveys 
have shown 60 feet of mud over 
the bedrock. 
Architect R. J. Evans, also a 
member of the association, add­ 
ed his challenge to the shoreline 
roadway concept. 
T h e Inverness Improvement 
Assn. said the maximum density 
f h o u 1 d be one residence per 
acre, not half an acre as recom­ 
mended in the plan. 
The Inverness group also ob­ 
jected to tidelands filling, the 
road on the east shoreline of 
T o m a 1 e s Bay. motels in a 
“ strip” development south of 
Willow Point, and proposal for 
commercial development north 
of the Golden Hmde Beatel. 
Inverness Improvement Assn. 
favored inclusion in the plan of 
paths and trails and a commun­ 
ity park in Inverness, but op­ 
posed the view that a green belt 
had been established west of In­ 
verness bv th e national sea- 
•hore. 
The group said open area zon­ 
ing was needed to protect the 
watershed directly a b o v e the 
community. It also recommend­ 
ed creation of a board of design 
to guarantee proper development 
in West Marin. 
The Marin Coast Chamber of 
Commerce, in a letter signed by 
Emma Benevenga. president, 
opposed the relation of density 
to slope as “ discriminatory 
against property rights. 
The plan recommends one-half 
io one-acre lots on areas with 
slope less than 10 per cent, 
three-acre lots on slopes of 10 
to 25 per cent, four-acre lots on 
slopes 25 to 40 per cent, and 
five-acre lots on land over 40 
per cent slope. 
The plan would, however, per­ 
mit cluster housing if these over­ 
all densities were preserved. 
The chamber a l s o opposed 
transit multiple zoning which is 
proposed for scenic areas where 
there could only be four motel 
units per acre and where bars, 
restaurants and other commer­ 
cial services would be banned. 
The chamber also went on rec­ 
ord against ‘ appropriation by 
designation'* of zoning and sug­ 
gested if open areas are to be 


preserved, it be done through 
public purchase. 
The chamber letter also urge 
camp and camper sites in the 
plan since these are not contem­ 
plated within the national sea­ 
shore. 
Professional planner S. H. Wil­ 
liams, writing for rancher Wil­ 
liam Straus with 1.000 acres at 
Blake’s Landing, said efforts 
should be made to preserve 
agriculture in the area. 
Williams said it will be neces­ 
sary, however, for Straus to sell 
a portion of his land if he is to 
continue ranching. Williams also 
opposed bay filling and the high­ 
way along the east Tómales 
shoreline. 
The Bay Area Regional Water 
Pollution Control Board, in a 
letter signed by John B. Har­ 
rison. executive officer, raised 
the question of septic tanks, say­ 
ing the board had seen no evi­ 
dence of a study that would 
support the densities proposed 
with septic tank service. 
Gordon Pusser of Marshall 
said lot sizes would have to be 
reduced out of economic neces­ 
sity if septic tanks are not per­ 
mitted 
The West Marin Plan was pre­ 
pared by Harold and Mary Sum­ 
mers and Dan Coleman As­ 
sociates. Coleman told the com­ 
mission yesterday that the real 
issue in the plan is density and 
the matter of sewers is sec­ 
ondary. 
Where cluster developments 
were allowed, he said, some 
sewer collection system will be 
necessary. He said he thought 
septic tanks would be adequate 
on lots of an acre and more. 


however, especially if an agency 
charged with controlling installa­ 
tion and maintenance should be 
established. 
T. J. Kent Jr. of Inverness 
wrote opposing development on 
the Olema Flood Plain, asking 
for public beach from the Sea 
Haven bluff to Inverness and 
urging that agriculture in the 
West Marin area be preserved.

Redwood Empire Bounces 
Back From Rains, Floods 


Only last winter, Redwood Empire 
counties from here to Del Norte were 
■just about knocked out bv the devas­ 
tating rainstorm and floods. 
Some observers feared that it would 
take years for Northern California to 
stagger back onto its feet. 
But today, less than six months later, 
the Redwood Empire is proudly an­ 
nouncing that its highways are re­ 
stored and its vast tourist resources 
are back in full operation, ready to 
take on the summer visitors. 
That is quite an accomplishment, 
even for the r u g g e d redwood country, 
noted for its resiliency and the never- 
sav-die spirit. 
Credit for the quick recovery goes 
to the initiative and spirit of individ­ 
uals and organizations which fought 
back to restore their devastated homes 
and businesses, and the joint efforts of 
county, state and federal authorities 
who stepped in to reopen transporta­ 
tion routes and to bring emergency 
aid to storm victims.

And coordinating much of this re­ 
bound activity was the Redwood Em­ 
pire Assn., led by President J. Dwight 
O'Dell and REA General Manager Car­ 
ney J. Campion. 


REA officials launched “Operation 
Rebound" to let the nation know that 
the Redwood Empire may have been 
down last winter, but it has bounced 
back, in some instances bigger and 
better than ever. 
Congratulations to the Redwood Em­ 
pire for a remarkable comeback. And 
thanks for re-opening the incompar­ 
able redwood region, from the Golden 
Gate to the Oregon border, in time for 
this year's summer vacation.

Motor Vehicles Department 
Jealous In Guarding Funds 


By EDWIN S. CAPPS 


SACRAMENTO <CNS>-Ii all 
the departm ents of state gov­ 
ernment were as jealous about 
guarding their funds and in­ 
come as the Department of 
Motor Vehicles, perhaps there 
wouldn’t be a revenue gap and 
a need for new and higher 
taxes. 
On the other hand, DMV’s 
position 
apparently 
is 
that, 
even though the present law 
has some inequities and pro­ 
vides much confusion, it should 
not be changed if it’s going to 
mean any loss of revenue. 


THIS IS the stone wall that 
Assemblyman Stewart Hinck­ 
ley, R-Redlands, encountered 
when he started out to clear 
up the m atter of pickup truck 
registration. Hinckley has pret­ 
ty well got the message that 
he can’t do anything about it 
during this session of the Cali­ 
fornia Legislature, so he’s set­ 
tling for the next best thing— 
• two-year study of the prob­ 


lem before the 1967 legislative 
session. 
There currently are about 
807.0(10 pickup trucks regis­ 
tered in California 
All pay 
the $8 registration fee and 
there is no argument about 
that. 
Of the total, 786.000 are reg­ 
istered as commercial vehicles 
and pay, in addition to the reg­ 
istration. commercial weight 
fees. These range from $12 for 
vehicles under 3.000 pounds to 
$17 for those between 3.000 and 
4 000 pounds and $32 for those 
between 4.000 and 5.000, On 
top of that comes the “ in lieu ’ 
tax, based upon value of the 
vehicle. 


THE OTHER 121.000 art* reg­ 
istered as passenger vehicles. 
They pay the registration and 
the in lieu tax, but no weight 
fees. 
Unfortunately, a big part of 
those pickups which are regis­ 
tered as commercial vehicles 
actually do not fall into that 
category'. They are used only

personally by the owmer, haul­ 
ing his own property. But the 
present confusion and irregu­ 
larity 
of 
enforcement 
has 
forced these owners to pay 
the extra fees. 
Under present interpretation 
of the law, a pickup registered 
as a passenger vehicle may 
carry a sack of groceries, a 
bag of golf clubs, a load of 
camping gear, or a suitcase. 
But it cannot carry a sack 
of fertilizer, grass clippings, 
trash, furniture or a wheel­ 
barrow. even if these are own­ 
ed by the pickup owner. 


UNFORTUNATELY, enforce­ 
ment of these regulations is 
not uniform and the man on 
his way to his favorite hunt­ 
ing grounds is subject to be 
stopped and cited even if he 
is in compliance with the regu­ 
lations. 
Hinckley wanted to provide 
that, if a pickup is to be used 
non-commercially--for hauling 
only the property of the owner 
—it could be registered as 
non-commercial and the owner 
then could carry any or all of 
his possessions in it. 
Those 
who used pickups in business 
or for-hire would pay the com­ 
mercial fees. 
But the problem is money. 
DMV collects some $14 mil­ 
lion a year in weight fees on 
the 786.000 commercially regis­ 
tered pickups. 


ONE SUGGESTION was that 
all pckupl should be charged 
one fee. This was done some 
years ago in the case of station 
wagons, which had encounter­ 
ed the same confusion in en­ 
forcement. In the case of the 
wagons, a $1 fee was added for 
non-commercial vehicles and 
everyone was happy. 
But, to produce the $14 mil­ 
lion now collected in weight 
fees, 
it 
would require fees 
ranging from $5 to $25 per 
pickup, depending on weight, 
This would be an added cost 
to those pickups used as pas­ 
senger vehicles, while the com­ 
mercial vehicles would save 
from $2 to $7 each, depending 
on weight.

NAIROBI, Kenya—It is im­ 
portant for Americans to un­ 
derstand why the A f r i c a n 
nations are determined to keep 
out of the crossfire of the cold 
war. 
To the fragile new states of 
the sub-Sahara, the puropse of 
non-alignment is to stand aside 
from the pull and haul of the 
East-West conflict. The reason? 
Because black Africa has all 
it can do to survive and sur­ 
mount its own h a r a s s i n g 
problems without taking on 
anybody else’s. It wishes to 
win aid from both sides. It 
aims to avoid the hostility of 
either. 
This kind of non-alignment is 
good for Africa. 
This kind of non-alignment 
is, I am convinced, good for 
the United States. 


WE CAN LIVE comfortably 
with genuine non - alignment, 
more 
comfortably 
than 
the 
Soviets. The Chinese Commu­ 
nists cannot live with it at all. 
The U. S. has no national 
objectives which conflict with 
African non - alignment. The 
Communists have large objec­ 
tives which conflict with Afri­ 
can non-alignment. 
Africa can bring about rea­ 
sonably 
stable 
governments 
and sufficient economic devel­ 
opment to give p r o m i s e of 
better things for its people. 


WHATEVER WE can do by 
way of investment, loans, and 
technical assistance to further 
these 
African 
objectives 
is 
totally consistent with the in­ 
terest of the U. S. We need 
nothing in return. There is no 


reason to ask for anything In 
return other than the most 
constructive use of Western aid 
for 
the 
m o s t 
constructive 
African 
purposes. 
Naturally, 
we will welcome African under­ 
standing of the kind of world 
the U. S. is trying to bring 
about, a world free of aggres­ 
sion, as in Viet Nam. and safe 
for diversity, as in Africa. 
The best dividends which the 
West can desire are Africa’s

NON-ALIGNMENT should be 
very understandable to Ameri­ 
cans.

The huge, world-wide intelli­ 
gence agency is polling Domin­ 
icans on whom they prefer 
among the various military 
and civilian aspirants to head 
a new provisional government. 


THE UNUSUAL soundings 
are being made on the per­ 
sonal orders of President Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson, a strong “con­ 
sensus” believer.

Novato's Clean Up, Fix It 


Drive Has Long Way To Go 


NOVATO IS RIGHT in the 
middle of its city sponsored 
Clean Up and Fix Up cam ­ 
paign. So far a lot of debris 
has been picked up, but there 
are still many tons of it float­ 
ing around the streets, ditches, 
and through the parking lots, 
that need cleaning. 
During 
the 
cam paign, 
we 
have received phone calls on 
two problems that are strictly 
city problems. 
One of these subjects was the 
sidewalks, or rather the lack 
of sidewalks around the city 
property 
at 
the 
Community 
House and City Hall complex. 
The curbs and gutters are lack­ 
ing on part of this city-owned 
area and sidewalks on part of 
it. 
About a year ago. the city 
council asked Lawrence Cole­ 
m an. director of public works, 
how much it would cost to put 
in these sidewlaks, curbs and 
gutters. If my memory is cor­ 
rect. Coleman said that the 
cost would be nominal and that 
he planned to get the work 
done during the slack winter 
season with city crews. Win­ 
ter has come and gone, and 
the sidewalks, curbs and gut­ 
ters are not in. 
The Pioneer Memorial Park 
w as the other object of citizens 
questioning. It was the scene 
of a one-day community clean­ 
up, and still needed a lot of 
cleaning. A second day was 
needed to finish this job, but 
it has not been set. It could 
have been made a dram atic 
part of the city cleanup cam ­ 
paign. 
Fire Chief George Cavallero 
said that the debris left there 
could be a fire hazard. 
The 
cem etery was the scene of a 
bad fire two years ago during 
the waterball fight on Western 


Weekend. The fire crews had 
to fight the fire during the 
fight. 


ALONG THE SAME line, the 
fire chief stated that the fire 
season would be here in about 
two weeks. He urged everyone 
to clean up the dead grass and 
clippings and burn them while 
they can still burn all day. 
Perm its will be r e q u i r e d 
shortly and then burning hours 
shortened he said. It is alw ays 
a big help to the fire depart­ 
ment to have yards cleaned up 
in case a fire com es close to 
them. It gives a protection to 
the buildings. 
Cleaning up the dry grass 
and other debris is also part 
of the city cam paign to make 
the city look better. It is also 
good fire protection.

Declarer played the queen of 
diamonds from dummy at the 
first trick, East covered with the 
king, and South won with the j 
ace. Now South could afford to 
give up two trumps and one dia­ 
mond. Declarer led a trump 
from his hand and played dum­ 
my’s king on West’s nine. 


GHASTLY PLAY 
This ghastly play cost South 
the contract. East won with the 
ace of spades, cashed the jack 
ot diamonds and led a diamond 
for West to ruff with the jack 
of 
spades. 
East’s 
queen 
of 
spades took the setting trick. 
South should make the con­ 
tract by playing a low spade 
from the dummy instead of the 
king. 
East wins with the queen of 
spades and can cash the jack of 
diamonds, but if he leads an­ 
other diamond, dummy’s king 
of spades will protect declarer 
against any ruff by West. 


NO ADVANTAGE 
There is no advantage in play­ 
ing the king of spades from dum­ 
my if East has the ace. 
There is likewise no advan­ 
tage if West started with A-J-9 
or A-Q-9 of trumps; the defend­ 
ers will get two trump tricks 
whether dummy’s king wins an 
early or a late trick. 
Playing the king of spades 
from dummy gains an overtrick 
if West has played the nine from 
precisely the doubleton A-9. 


UNLIKELY PLAY 
This is an unlikely holding 
and an unlikely play, since West 
would probably put up his ace 
and lead another diamond. 
The case seems pretty clear. 
In spite of the arguments o f; 
philosophy, any bridge player 
knows tliat a partner is a man j 
who goes out of his way to do i 
the wrong thing.

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Quake Activity 
Is On Upswing 


pushing the continents against 
the Pacific Basin causing earth­ 
quakes and building mountains. 
Whether any of these forces 
act in a predictable manner 
remains to be discovered.

WASHINGTON — The eastern 
edge of the Pacific Ocean is in 
the midst of an upswing in severe 
earthquake activity. It's possi­ 
ble the worst is yet to come. 
Scientists aren't r e a d y to 
make 
any 
definite 
forecasts. 
But they note that a rather 
ominous trend has set in along 
‘‘earthquake 
alley” 
stretching 
from South America to the Aleu­ 
tians. 


For the past eight years, 
the region has been shaken 
by one m assive jolt once a 
year. During the half cen­ 
tury from 1907 to 1957, the 
rate 
was 
one 
every’ 
three 
years. This relatively quiet 
period was preceded by a dec­ 
ade of disastrous quakes. 


Beginning in 1898 and ending 
with the 
1906 
San 
Francisco 
earthquake, 
the 
“ alley” 
was 
ripped by three giant convul 
sions a year. 
The question bothering seis 
mologists today is whether { 
cycle is occurring and whether 
the upheavels of the turn of the 
century are soon to be repeated. 


One r e a s o n the are dubi­ 
ous about making predictions 
Is that no s e i s m i c records 
exist prior to 1899. The seis­ 
mograph was invented only a 
few years before that date. 
As a result, scientists do not 
know what immediately pre­ 
ceded that decade of intense 
earthquake activity. 


Dr. Hugo Benioff of Califor 
nia Institute of Technology is 
one of the first scientists 
to 
look for patterns in the fre­ 
quency of 
major quakes. 
He 
savs: 
‘‘It does appear from the be­ 
havior 
of recent quakes that 
there is a definite increase. But 
they could 
be 
false 
signals 
Things could quiet right down 
•gain.” 


A major quake is one which 
registers 7.7 or greater on the 
Richter Scale. The measur 
Ing 
unit 
was 
invented 
by 
Charles 
Richter, 
a 
Caltech 
seism ologist, and is based on 
a complicated mathematical 
formula employing powers of 
10. A quake with a Richter 
number of 8 is ten times more 
powerful than one rated 7, 
and 100 times the intensity of 
one registering 6. 


The recent rash of quakes 
that killed some 350 persons in 
Chile, Seattle and San Salva­ 
dor interestingly enough were 
not of major intensity. They 
were all under 7.2 on the Rich­ 
ter Scale. They caused many 
fatalities, h o w e v e r , because 
they hit populated areas 
The most powerful quake so 
far this year was hardly no­ 
ticed.
